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Its Victim Despite Diligent Efforts at 
Resuscitation. 


Elmer Wells, a Wiggins Ferry brake- 
man, is eligible as a candidate for one 
of the Carnegie “hero medals” provided 
for the reward of persons who risk 
their own lives in brave attempts to 
save the lives of others. 

Wells was on top of a freight car 
in a Terminal train passing the foot of 
Mound street about noon Monday when, 
looking out into the river, he saw a 
boy beyond his deapth and was strug- 
gling frantically to keep his head above 
water. Even as he looked, Wells saw 
the boy sink beneath the surface, but 
he reappeared a moment later. 

Quick as a flash the brakeman sprang 
from the~ moving train to the ground 
and sprinted to the river’s edge. Then 
he plunged into the water and swam 
out with rapid strokes to where the 
boy was still visible. The lad sank 
again as Wells came near, and his res- 
cuer dived atter him. 

The boy had cried for help just be- 
fore disappearing, and Wells realized 
that it was the cry of a drowning per- 


helpless to save himself. He managed 
to get a hold on the bov's clothing and 
brought him to the surface. Then he 
gripped his body and struck out for 
shore, reaching it exhausted after a 
swim in which his own life was at 
stake. 


The boy, Joseph McManus, 12 years 


old, living with his parents at 2031 
O' Fallon was virtually drowned 
when Wells reached him, but there was 


stil a spark of left, and the Wig- 
gins Ferry brakeman did everything 
possible to restore him, bringing into 
practice the lessons learned during a 
course of instruction in “first aid to 
the injured,’’ which he had taken with 
other railroad men. 

He rolled young McManus on a bar- 
rel and tried artificial respiration and 
other means of restoring life, but, by 
the time an ambulance arrived the boy 
was dying, and death came to him in 
the ambulance on the way to the City 
Dispensary. The body was taken to the

CHICAGO, Aug. .-.—With the death 


who was thrown from his buggy and in- 
jured, the male descendants of the late 
George M, Pullman pass away and the 
name disappears. Three women, Mrs. 
Goorge M. Pullman, the widow, Mrs. 
Frank O. Lowden of Chicago, and Mrs. 
Frunk' Carolan of San _ “Francisco, 
daughters, live to enjoy the estate left 
by the millionaire car builder. Neither 
of the sons, George M. Pullman Jr. or 
Walter Sanger, his twin brother, left 
offspring, so that under the terms of 
tre senior Pullman’s will the money left 
in trust frum the earnings of which the 
two boys drew annuities of $3000 each 
will revert to the Pullman estate. The 
widows of the two sons do not get a 
cent. 

Thus end the escapades which made 
the two Pullman boys notorious all over 
the country and brought many sad 
hours to the father, who had hoped that 
they would follow in his steps and ac- 


his. energy and business acumen had 
built up. Geuorge M. Pullman realized, 
however, that riches had spoiled his two 
sons, and he showed his disapproval in 
his will, because neither had developed 
a sense of responsibility “‘requisite for 
the wise use of large properties and 
considerable sums of money.” 


Boys Wild at Early Age. 


The Pullman twins were born June 26, 
187%. They were sent to the _ public 
schools and early showed a propensity 
for the wild exploits and matrimonial 
that later warked both 
their lives. While still in school young 
George . eloped to Milwaukee with a 
daughter of Amos J. Snell, the million- 
aire who was murdered. The two were 
headed off before the ceremony could 


Chicago. 

The Harvard school in Chicago and an 
institution on the Hudson, rounded out 
the educations of the millionaire’s boys. 
While still at school they were known 
as ‘‘wild fellows.”” They chummed to- 
gether more than most brothers are 
wont, especially in such wild adventufes 
as they delighted in. Until young 
George Pullman died four years ago, 
fhe brothers were together a great deal 
of the time and figured together in 


The boys were put into a banking 
house while still in their teens, it having 
been the theory of their father’ that 
good business men are made by training 
begun early in life. But the twins 
proved sad disappointments. They dis- 
pleased their parent because they did 
not live within their own incomes and 
Save money for themselves. 

Banking did not prove to the boys’ 
liking and they soon gave it up, Sanger, 
when in his eighteenth year, being given 
the position of traveling secretary for 
the Puiiman Palace Car Co.. 

He held that position for only a short 
time. Later he was a clerk in the 
wholesale house of Marshall Field & Co. 
In two years he tired of commercial life 
and gave up his position to begin a ca- 
reer less to the liking of his father than 
before.

that Holts has made a unique success. 
He is a linguist, speaking English, 
Spanish, French and German fluently. 
He divided his flock of several thousand 
birds into four classes—one for each 
language. He then took a few birds 
from each class and set to work to 
teach them to talk. At the end of a 
few months Holts had taught a number 
of birds English, Spanish, German and 
French, and the educated birds were 
placed in their respective sections. it 
was Holts’ theory that by doing this 
the educated birds would teach their 
companions to talk. His hopes were 
realized to the fullest extent. He says 
that at the end of the first year he had 
several hundred educated parrots. 

Holts believes that the standard of 
intelligence of parrots can be greatly 
increased by proper attention to breed- 
Ing them. In his collection of parrots, 
which now numbers several thousands, 
he saw several which are seemingly 
possessed of reasoning powers. These 
educated birds have been taught to 
carry on a conversation, in which each 
bird knows his part thoroughly, covera 
nearly thirty minutes of ttme,

VICTORDA, Mex., Aug. ..—Martin 
Holts, an American, who established a 
parrot ranch near here a few years ago, 
has met with wonderful success and has 
accumulated a fortune In the business. 
It is probably the only parrot ranch in 
the world; it is certainly the only one in 
Mexico. 

Holts was employed for several years 
as a passenger conductor on the old 
Monterey & Mexican Gulf Rallroad, 
now a part of the Mexican Central sys- 
tem. His division was between Victoria 
and the port of Tampico, on the Gulf 
Coast, through the heart of the parrot 
country. He was always interested In 
the bright colored birds, and while run- 
ning as conductor he collected many of 
them and taught them to speak English. 
There were many tourists traveling up 
and down his line, and he did a good 
side business by selling the birds to 
Americans and others. 

The thought then occurred to Holts 
that he might make more money by re- 
tiring from railroad work and devoting 
his time to raising parrots. He followed 
this plan and purchased a large tract 
of forest land near Victoria which was 
teeming with wild parrots. He fitted up 
the ranch in a unique way. Wire net- 
ting was placed around and over the 
trees and the birds were confined there- 
in. He has had the greatest success in 
raising the birds.

CONFUSING THE ISSUE. 

In most of the letters written to the Post-Dis- 
patch on the subject of Dr. Palmore’s controversy 
with the women signers of the anti-Sunday law pe- 
tition the issue is confused. The issue is not the 
Sunday law question, but the propriety of Dr. Pal- 
more’s public reflections on the character of thou- 
sands of respectable women who differed from him in 
their opinion of Sunday laws. 

‘The same tendency to confuse the issue is notice- 
able in utterances on the subject of the Sunday laws 
and their enforcement. The argument in favor of 
the Sunday closing of saloons is usually based upon 
the claim that it reduces the use of intoxicating 
beverages and thus promotes temperance and general 
morality. But if the State ought to prohibit the 
sale of intoxicants on Sunday because it reduces 
the consumption of liquor and this lessens drunken- 
ness and immorality, why not prohibit the sale of 
intexicants every day and thus @pt rid of all drunk- 
enness and immorality? If the sale is to be pro- 
hibited, why not the manufacture? 

This argument is not a Sunday law argument, but 
a prohibition argument, and if we accept it as valid 

_ we must accept prohibition. 

Out of such absurd views of the Sunday laws have 
come the notion that the individual use of liquor is 
forbidden and the ridiculous and outrageous action 
of the police in interfering with the use of beer at 
private picnics and celebrations. 

The Sunday laws are directed against all labor on 
‘Sunday that is not a work of necessity and mercy. 
'The closing of saloons with a prohibition against the 
sale of intoxicating beverages is only a part of the 
‘Sunday laws and is the only part enforced. If all 
the laws were enforced there would be no labor on 
Sunday, except works of necessity and mercy. No 
theaters or places of amusement would be open. 

The purpose of the Sunday laws was the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath by a cessation of all secular 
labors and amusements. 

Folk had tried to enforce 
all the laws in accordance with his platform we 
would have had a taste of the ancient puritan Sab- 
bath. He picked out only one—the dramshop closing 
law—for enforcement, but the purpose of that one 
is Sabbath observance and not the prohibition of the 
use of intoxicants, which most of its advocates as- 
sume to be its purpose.

PITCHER'S WORK 


Twirlers Officiate, Are 
Complicated. , 


Tiere is always a lot of discussion 
among the fans as to which pitchers 
gets credit for winning or losing «a 
game when twirlers are changed in the 
course of action. In compiling rccoris 
of the games won and lost by pitchers 
no aecount is taken of more than ene 
man being used in each game. To one 
twirier or the other the game officially 
belengs, and the other pitcher: does not 
appear in the official record of that 
game at all. The rule generally fol- 
lowed is to credit the first pitcher with 
the victory or defeat, provided the rela- 
tive positions of the two teams are not 
changed after his retirement. That 
is, if his team is behind when he leaves 
the game, and is eventually beaten, the 
defeat is credited to him. If bis team 
was ahead at the time of his exit and 
remained in the lead at the finish he 
gets credit for the victory. If the rela- 
tive position of the teams changes after 
the substitution the game belongs to 
the second pitcher. 

For instance, if the aCrdinals are play- 
ing Brooklyn, with McFarlasd tchink, 
and he retires with the score 6:to 5 in 
favor of Brooklyn, and Brooklyn finally 
wins, McFarland ts charged with the 
defeat.
